But ^we 
flatter ourselves tliat we did;,'~9X- 
pose the wilful iguorance of our Con- 
temporary on eoiistitutionnl law and 
the prerogativcB of the Sovoveigu. lu 
furtliorauco of that object wo quoted 
from au article in the Toronto "Mail" 
on the constitutional position of Lord 
Dufforin towards his Ministers, and 
Bliowod that li GuYernor "should )iol idcn- 
tifu Mvudf ■>.cUh any paviy or ccnslilxUc him- 
self the champion of evenhis oir» Ministers, 
is one of the primary rules of conduct to 
which he obviously finds it necessary to con- 
form." Upoii tlie Mail's article the Stan- 
dard makcB no comment. It sets-it asiilc 
altogether. In other words, it ignores 
good, sound constitutional law that 
has successfully withstood the wear 
and tear of ages and sets up its own dic- 
tum as superior to the well understood 
principles of English constitutional 
law in order to shake public cOnfi- 
fidence in the Local Government. In 
his eagerness to make the Elliott 
Ministry responsible for the private 
sayings of the Governor our contem- 
porary asserts that "the British Min- 
istry is the Queen's Ministry; that the 
Canadian Ministry is Lord Duflferin's 
Ministry; and that the Columhiac 
Ministry is Mr. Richards' Ministry. " 
Tlio idea our contemporary wauls to 
convey by this assortiou is tliiit a 
Ministry can only exist so long as it 
does the will of the Sovereign. If 
such were the fact (which hapjjily it is 
not) wbat would become of the 
popular will as expressed through 
the House of Commons? If an 
Executive be responsible only to 
the irresponsible head of the Gov- 
ernment what would be the use of 
a popular assembly at all ? What is 
the meaning of the term respousiblo 
government ? A government that is 
responsible to the people; that is, the 
people's representatives — not to the 

foveri^pr. Suppose the Queen of Gte^t ; 
tritain or the Governor of • Itritish 
Columbia wero to appoint a Mioistrj 
and were to send them down to the 
House sayiug, "So long as my minis- 
ters do as I want thorn to do I will re- 
tain them and no longer." What 
would happen? A stoppage of sup- 
plies. An act iiot more subversive of 
the popu'ar will than this would bo 
cost Charles I. his head and James II. 
his throne; and similar acts caused the 
Canadian rebellion in 18;S7. Under 
constitutional government the Sover- 
eign is a nominal ruler only. "De- 
Lolme's Constitution of England" 
Bays: "Tho royal prerogative, dtsti- 
tute as it is of tho power to impose 
toxes, is like a vast body which cannot 
of itself accomplish its motions; or if 
you please, it ia like a ship completely 
equipped, but from which Parliament 
can at pleasure draw oil" the water and 
leave it aground, and also sot it nlloat 
again by granting subsidies." "Jun- 
ius," in one of his grand letters, says: 
"Thi3 roi)utation of public measures 
depends upon the Minister, who is re- 
sponsible, not upon the King, WHOHK 
PRIVATE OPINIONS ARK NOT 
SUPPOSED TO HAVE ANY 
AVEIGIIT WITH HIS COUNCIE. 
This, I believe, is true constitutional 
doctrine." 

Now, suppose Mr. Richards' ex- 
pressed opinions to the Yaleites on 
railway and separation to be as open 
to fieice criticism as our contemporary 
claims: \Vherein lies the rospou.si- 
bility of his Ministers? The opinions 
expressed by Mr. Kichards are his 
"private opinions." Tho document 
to which lie replied was an addrosa of 
congratulation jjersonal in its tone 
and character. It was not a Statu 
paper; it was not subuiitted to his 
Ministers, nor was the reply. The 
Government bad no more riglit to re- 
ceive the address or oxpect to be con - 
sulted in the jireparation of tlie reply 
than they would have had to open t,ho 
Governor's private correspoudoiico and 
answer it. As "Junius" puts it,Mr.Bich 
ardB' "private opiDions have do woiyht 
with his Council," Wlion it comfs to tli(! 
propiii'utic^ii of Kt;it<! dll(;unlllllt^^, ihij Ciov- 
ernor niiiy sit iit tho Executivo boiiril, but 
ho LaH no vote, and lie nuint aiiuuunce the 
policy of his Minim ry--not hja owq— to 
the House. Mr Truteh'.< views were in 
barmoDy,witb those of tbe ittcOrcigiit 
Governinont; but when thnt Governmont 
WHS (lofeotnd cojiHlitntional ciiHtoDi nnd 
nangc rt-ndi-ri'd il nt'cessiiry for him to 
call on a moiiibcr cf tlioIIuURo with who^io 
policy liu had no Hyni;;athy to form a AIui- 
{alry. If the ,Siiuid(ifd's tlieo?'y li;ul been 
reduced to practice a now Miuiairy could 
not have beeii> formed on that ocunsiun 
because tho "private opiDions" of tho 
Governor were opposed to tho jiriu- 
oiph'S nntL-rtuiiH'd by a. majority of 
tho HouM!. IJurinK Mr. DoCosmoB* nd- 
^iiiiBtration, wo liclievo, a very scriouH 
<1itrercuco of opiuion hpranR up bolwi on 
Ooveriior Trutch and his Ministers as to 
the propriety Provinoe borrowing 

money Irom Canada and thereby puvin^; 
tho way to the prnsont complication on 
the Railway terms, Did tho MiniBtry 
/HBnliftruo( !) the Governor as IheiVujiddni 
f oolkblj. wkB Mr. Elliott to do ? Or • did< 
JJp-l|ini?ry resign? No. Tho Qov^ 



ernor held his opinions, which he 
expressed without reserve. The Jlin- 
istry held on to their oflices, 
and framed a policy aiverseito the advice 
and "private opinions" of Mr.Trutch: and 
Mr. Trutoh opuned Parliament with a 
speech that wuh inconsistent with Lis own 
views, but was in perfect accord with tho 
pc.lioy of hia Government. ^Ve might 
cite nuDiorous precedents in Canada and 
Gioat Britain in support of this courao, 
which is the only proper one under cou- 
Btitutional government; but thoy are not 
nocossiiry. Tho principlo is too woU os- 
tabliuhed to re<iuiro further disciiHBion. 
All our contemporary's talk about the 
Ministry dismissing the Governor or re- 
signing themselves is the veriest claptrap 
and is only another evidence of tho dele- 
terious effeots of Hu tz^iibb'^di & mind al- 
ready disordered by the disouasion of 
public questions beyond its power to 
'grapple. When tho Elliott Ciovcrn- 
mont nro found trumpliug the constitxi- 
tional rights of tho conntry under their 
feet, filching from tho public Uou.sury, or 
disposing of the publiu domain to specu- 
lators, >(v:^ ,^^ll^^a^aiAoiDig8t the first to 
condemn therri.' But all attempts to make 
thum responsible for tho private Titter- 
ahces of tho Governor will fail when eub- 
luittud to tho test of common sou.so and 
constitutional law and precedent,

]\lr. Johnson conducted tho caso for 
the Crown. Mr. A. II. liobertaon, instruct- 
ed by Mr. Morrison, appeared for the pri- 

80IUU-. 

Tlioro wevo two counts ' the indiet- 
iiient, first, for shooting with iiit(uit to 
iiuu-dei', second, shooting with iiit(Mit to 
do grovious bodily liariu. Tho (iiuiid 
Jury ignored the lirst count, lud tho pri- 
soner was conse<iu(uitly arraiuged on tho 
second. Mr. Johnson, in u[)eiiii)g thecase, 
staled tliut on 1st July last, the- prisoner 
win at his store in (.iranville, when a man 
named John Baptist DeAnioreaine to him 
to collect an aeeouiit forsonio fruit wliieh 
he had brought from Victoria for the ue- 
cuaed. Fernaudos desired hioi to call 
again for the money, and he returned to 
tho store about tan o'clock tho same even- 
ii:g; he was waiting, supposing the pri- 
soner WHS locddiig for thu money — resting 
liis iirni on the counter, with his back to- 
wMrds the prisoner, when he heard tho 
roport of a pistt 1 nhct, and immediately 
dibcoverod ho was shot, lie fell to tho 
ground, but regained his feet, ran out, 
and was conducted to a hotel by some 
])('rsons ho uiot,wliou he was at onco plac- 
ed under medical treatment. There were 
reasons adduced showing that prisoner 
nad a spite against DeAmor. It appears 
that some ago BoAuior deposited S2.">0 
with tho prisoner, whom ho was compull- 
ed to sue in order to have tho monoy re- 
turned. A witness also, was produced, 
who swore that Fernandes had stateil his 
int'.'iitiou to bhuot Do.\inor if over ho got 
a chance to do so. Tho contradictory 
statements of tho prisoner after the shoot- 
ing wore also hold tu be good evidence 
of his guilt. The defence was very ably 
e jiuluctod by Mr. Bobertson, showing 
that the jHstol was discharged accidental- 
ly, and the Jury takin;,' that view of the 
circumstances, a<,'(iaitted tho priioiier, in 
which the Chief .fustico concurred. 

Tho Grand .Jury presented J. Oodfried- 
8011 as a common nuisance, for bre.iking 
quarantine, and set'ing at delianco tho 
Municipal authorities, during the preva- 
lence of smallpox; an indictment will is- 
sue in the proper course. 

His Lordship in hia address to tho 
Grand Jury was especially severe in ro- 
Lition to cows and dogs. In speaking of 
the wholesale slaughter of canine pets by 
poison, ho characterized tho perpetrators 
as dastards, and explained that although 
such a wretoh might ovoko tho stronge.'t 
imimlso to persorinl chastisomont.this was 
not permitted by law, Imt if any such 
persons was brought before a magistrate, 
ho would be liable to three months in the 
obaiagang, on conviction.

Baker 
objected and apj^lied for a onnimonB call- 
ing on Deans to show canse why ho 
(Deans) should not bo restrained. Tho 
summons waj granted and hoard and tho 
Court rilled that Doans bo permitted to 
cut tho ditch through Baker's property, 
distributing tbo soil romovod in so doing 
over Baker's^ land ond oonstrnctiug u 
bridge across' the ditoh to afford Bakor in- 
gress and egress to and from his proiior- 
ty-

V^e Governor's Beply to the Tale;: . 
Address. 

iJoifoB Goiipws'r:— I read (I? aita half 
ashamed to acknowledge) your contem- 
porary's low, ruffianly attack on Lieut. - 
Governor Hicliards; I road your article of 
Tuesday, combatting tho theory that tho 
Ministry are constitutionally responsible 
for what tho Lieutenant Governor says in 
replying to congratulatory addresses pro- 
Boutod by tho people, and I have also 
rottd your coutomiiorary's rejoinder of this 
morning. 

Without being able to admit that vory 
much in tho nature of logical argument 
has boon presented on either side of this 
oontrovoray, the.i'0 auroly need bo no hes- 
itation in saying yon have the right side 
of it. It is not my preiserit purpose to enter 
into any augmentative exposition of tbo 
ab.straet constitution.»I principle involved; 
but I would just point out what oppears 
to me to conatituto ample prinid facie ovi- 
donco of tho untonableness of jour con- 
temporary's position. Who prepares tho 
Lieutenant Governor's replies to tbeso 
popular addresses?' Certainly not his 
Ministers; for tlioy never see them until 
they appear in print. As a matter of course 
if his ministers wero responsible,- ihey 
would proparo these roiilioa as they do 
certainly proparo all state papers for which 
they are responsible ond which are pro- 
mulgated through the governor. Just 
fancy Lord Dnfferin's Ministry rosponsi- 
ble for that noblemii'n't' replies to the 
numerous addresses presented to him 
while hero! Such an idea is simply 
ridiculous! Your contemporary ondeav- 
outs to make out the Governor to bo to all 
iutonta and purjiosos part and parcel of 
tho Ministry of tlio day, so much so, in- 
deed, that, wl e lover ho thinks, thoy 
think, whouover ho spjaks, thoy speak. 
Such ft theory would assuredly place tho 
governor iu an awkward predicament, in- 
asmuch OS ho must bo prepared to chQu^o 
his ])oIitieal sentiments and moiio of 
thinking and spu.ikiiig with every change 
of Ministry. lie would roquiru to be al- 
mostas great a"oontortioiii»t"as your con- 
temporary, under such a system ono is 
reluotttutly forced to admit the high 
qualifications of "Amor" for thd p^sitipn. 
So far, however, from this being the oaso 
the exact opposite is the fact. As was 
clearly sot fvrth in the extract you so ajjt- 
ly made from tho Toronto Mm!, (an au- 
thority your contemporary will doubtless 
bow too, 80 far from tho Governor think- 
ing and speaking tho political sonlimenta 
of the Jlihistry of tlio day, it is awell un- 
derstood and, in fact, is v^n" essential oon- 
(ititutional principal that be shall hold 
himaolf aloof and not become identified 
with either political party, so that ho may 
be iu Q position to administer tbeGk>vern> 
mont by and with tho advice of which- 
ever may be iu power. 

However indiscreet and embarrassing it 
miglit bo, therefore, for a Governor, in 
replying to jiopular addrcsges of a con- 
gratulatory kind, to eniineiato political 
opiniouH antagouiatic to the policy of his 
Ministers, it is perf(!ctly cert un that hiw 
MiuiBtors cf A no moro bo held responsi- 
blo for such utterances thau they can for 
hiH prayers or his profanity. ' 

But it appears to me that your contem- 
porary has assortod, and you have taoitly 
admitted, that tho Liout. -Governor has 
dono what ho has not dono at all. 

Tho crime with whioh Governor Rich- 
ards atauds charged is that of enunciating 
political sentiments, in his reply to tho 
Y^alo address, diametrically opposed to 
tbo professed policy of his Ministry. 
Now, let us see what there is to justify 
the charge: — 

Tho people of Yalo Raid;- "Wo sin- 
cerely trust that it will bo conve- 
nient for you tu make an early visit to the 
Mainland, where wo feel assured you will 
soon learn that all the people of British 
Columbia do not sympathize with tho nar- 
row sectional view tliat Reparation from 
the rest of the Dominion must be the in- 
evitable result of railway construction 
not being tirst begun on Vancouver Is- 
land." 

And the Lieutenant-Governor replying, 
said:' Ttgratifiesme vory much to hear that 
you do not sympathize with the view that 

separation must result from tho non-com- 
menoonient of railway on tho Island, and I 
have no doubt but what your views are 
thoso entertained by Hm people of tho 
Province at large. In fact I have great 
doubt if lany person really moans separa- 
tion uness Buoh railway is begun." 

Novr, it will be observed that it is the 
assuranoo tliat the poDiilo of the Mainland 
do not symimthize witli the "separation" 
(ilUtnidtire -with which the Lieutenant- 
Governor exiircssoH his aalisfaetioii. Sure- 
ly, as the (^uih;u's iU'iiresentative, it was 
moat proper for him to do that. Surely 
the Elliott Ministry might consistently 
and most properly oxpcess tho same sen- 
timent. Surely overy sane, thinking 
person ou both ^laiiiland and Island •will 
ro-eoho and endorse it.

A proclamation is 
aljout to bo issued ijroolaiming Prince 
Ciiarles King of Roumauia. Tho army 
will bo mobilized and paper currency is- 
sued. This di8])atcli creates great excite- 
ment. It is generally considorod hero 
that this action by Roumauia will injure 
aud perhaps break ofl" entirely the nego- 
tiations for peace. 

London, Oct. 24.— The Council pre- 
viously anuouooed was held by the.Queen 
at Balmoral to-day. Parliament was fur- 
ther prorogued from Oct. SOth until Doc. 
2ud. 

A diai'atch to tho Siaiidard !rom Djuuis 
says tliere was no fighting on Sunday. 
Tiie Turks havo advanced their hoad- 
(luartors live miles. The storming of a 
fortified mountain over which the high- 
way to Krashaurtz runs is still to be un- 
dertaken. 

The Slandanrs Belgrade correspondent 
represoiita that uii})ar.illelled distress pre- 
vails in both armies and througliout Ser- 
via. Unless peace is speedily proclaimed 
the country will bo utterly ruined. There 
ia no sufl'ering in Belgrade, but in the in- 
terior thousands of people are starving. 
Tho majority of the soldiers aro wearing 
their summer liuou uniforms and have uo 
blankets. There aro 180,000 Bulgarian 
and Bosnian refugees in Servia. The 
same eorrespoiidont says that liussian di- 
plomatists fay Gon. IgnatietY has been in- 
structed to inform tho Sultan that Russia 
miikea the English proposals bora with 
additional guarantees. If tho Porte re- 
jects them intervention will bo begun 
simultaneously by Itussia, Greece and 
Roumauia. 

London, Oct. 23.— A .somi-ofllcial state- 
ment in tho Post announces that the Porto 
aceopla tho six weeks' armistice, suggest- 
ing further prolongation of six wook.s if at 
the conclusion of the first six delibora- 
tions are Inoompleta'; and if at the ond of 
twelve weeks no sottlemeut is reached 
that there bo a further armiatico of two 
months. Ileuter's telegram confirms thia 
statomout precisely, except as to the pro- 
posals for tho prolongation of the armis- 
tice, which thoy say are made as cond.- 
tions. not as suggestions. 

Tho Post deuios'that Russia has sent an 
ultimatum, and the Ottoman Government 
has not been summoned to subject its re- 
forms to commissioners protected by an 
armod force. It is to be hojied that the 
powers which aro in direct negotiation 
may come to an understanding. England, 
while having withdrawn from interfer- 
ence, will resent abjr infraction of the sti- 
pulations of tho Treaty of Paris. 

Router's tolegram from Constantinople 
announces that Gen. Iguatiefl' will have a 
private audience with tho Sultan to-day. 

A Times dispatch from Berlin also says 
the Porte is ready to grant Russia's latest 
demand pro\ided the integrity of tbo Ot- 
toman empire is guaranteed. 

A dispatch to the Baili/ Tdegvaph from 
St. Petersburg states that Lord Loftus 
has no di))Iomatic mission at Lividia. Tho 
Czar prolongs his stay there until Decem- 
ber. Therefore the ordinary conduct of 
political business is transferred to Livi- 
dia. 

A special to the Dail^ News from Pertoh 

says the Russians believe if tho Turks 

take Kruseliartz Russia will make an arm- 
ed intervention. 

From Bidgrado <u)mo3 news thu.t Gen. 
Tchernayoir has withdrawn from Djunis 
and tho road is open to Kruscho/ata. 

It ia reported that the Hospodar Prinoe 
Charlbs is to be proclaimed King of Ron- 
mania. 

Tho Times' financial article says only 
peace and great revival of trade can pre 
vent a financial eatastropho in Austria. 
Even with those wo doubt if the hopes of 
tbo Austrian linanco minister can ho roal- 
izod that by 1878 the end of the period of 
the deficits will be reached. 

London, Oct. 2L— On the 18tb and 19th 
inst. nothing was saleable at any price, 
and a crisis uiU happju should Gen. Ig- 
natiefl 's mission take a warlike character. 
'Tho crisis is worst in the southwest pro- 
vinces contiguous to the possible seat of 
war.
